LAKE BREAKS; 4 
TOWNS IN PERIL 


Fairview, Utah, June 25, 1 a. dt 
dam of the Price River Irrigation com- 
pany, impounding: 11,000 acre feet of 
water of the Mammoth reservoir, twelve 
miles northeast of Fairview, began to 
break this afternoon. At midnight a 
center span of the dam, sixty feet wide 
and five feet deep, had broken off and 
the waters of the reservoir were rapidly 
eating away the protecting earth fill. 

In the path of the rushing water are 
the towns of Scofield, population, 500; 
Helper, 1,000; Castlegate, 1,150; Colton, 
150; and Price, 2,500. People of Helper, 
Castlegate, and Colton have already fled 
from their homes. 

Several thousand acres of farm land 
are already flooded. Hundreds of work- 
ers have been sent out to watch the 
tracks of the Price-Scofield branch of 
the Denver and Rio Grande railroad, 
where forty miles of track are threat- 
ened along the main line in the vicinity 
of Price. 

These lines form the outlet from the 
coal minés in Carbon county, which sup- 
ply ali the coal for the big smelters in 
this section. . 

Officials of the irrigation company and 
government experts who are at the dam 
say that there is no hope of saving the 
structure, which is sixty feet high and 
510 feet wide. All efforts are being cen- 
tralized to clear the path for the water, 
should the dam suddenly give way 
rather than succumb to the gradual 
washing out through the spill-

but immense damage to growing crops 
has resulted.

HIGH PRICES. 


Most people—and the press speaks for most peo- 
ple—will not give up a personal devil. If there is 
anything wrong in our scheme of things we must 
hunt for horns and a smell of sulphur. We have 
to comfort ourselves with the thought that there is 
an Enemy, a dire something we may run down, 
capture, and destroy. “We do not like to hear that 
the ‘cause of any misfortune is complex and very 
difficult, perhaps impossible, to correct or abolish. 

Just now we are giving another exhibition of 
this tendency in our discussion of food control, 

‘high prices, war supply, excess profits, etc. The 
politicians and the press—we are ready to admit 
Ho our share of responsibility—are “seeing things” 
behind every bush. The country is full of conspir- 
acies to extort enormous profits, we imagine, and 
- for one word spoken calmly to present underlying 
ee conditions intelligently there are a dozen excited 
’ glarms over plots to skyrocket prices. 
No one doubts that there have been manipula- 
- tions to raise prices in this commodity or that. No 
one doubts such attempts will continue. Men are 
in business to make *money and some will take un- 
just advantages. In war time especially there is 
a great deal of what we now call profiteering. 
There has been always in the past and there will 
‘be. / 
So far as can be done safely this sort of intem- 
perate enterprise should be checxed, and for that 
purpose THE TRIBUNE believes a well considered 
food control law should be passed and other safe- 
guards provided. But if either in congress or in 
‘the public mind, whose mood and sentiment con- 
gress reflects pretty faithfully, there grows up an 
exaggerated and shallow idea of the broad causes 
of high prices, we shall have unwise and hurtful 
legislation and injurious administration. 

Apart from spasmodic and sporadic action and 
extreme cases, which-are the effect of special at- 
tempts to extort large. profits, high prices generally 
are the result of conditions which no group of 
men, unless it be the governments who can com- 
mand peace, are able to control. Much debate on 
high prices is ludicrously innocent of consideration 
of the law of supply and demand. But unless wé 
are willing make a bad matter worse we skall 
give more heed to it. The world cannot expend 
all its energies for nearly three years in destroy- 
ing wealth, the nation cannot turn millions of pro- 
ducers from production, it cannot shut off markets 
and paralyze normal resources, without bringing 
about high prices. When there is reduction of 
output and increase of consumption there will be 
increase of cost.

—_ WAR NEWS AT HOME. 


Voluntary censorship may be carried to excess. 
In the desire to comply with the slightest sug- 
gestion of the military authorities, new distrib- 
uting agencies are likely at times to suppress in- 
formation that ought to be published. 

We refer especially to a report, privately circu- 
Jated, that three boats have been sunk in the De- 
troit river and a fourth set on fire in the Soo 
canal. We do not know whether this report is 
true, but if it is the country should be given the 
facts. To censor news of this kind is to shut our 
eyes to danger. 

We cannot conceive how the information could 
be beneficial to the enemy; but ‘we do know it 
would have a salutary effect on the United States. 
It doesn’t take an alarmist to imagine that Ger. 
many is doing whatever she can to cripple our 
shipping service.

MUSIC FOR WAR TIME, 


For months we have been at war with Germany, 
and where is the thrill? Flag flying stirred us at 
first. It is now an old story. Ringing verses ap- 
' pear. Nothing masterly, however. And musie= 
the chief thriller by rights—is simply out of it or 
worse. What then? Mobilize the composers? 
Order up a Marseillaise or two? We wish we 
might, for a French general once declared the 
Marseillaise worth half a dozen army corps; and 
yet the fact remains that great war songs are not 
machine made and still less made to order. 
At present we not only peg along without thrills 
but tolerate ragtime doggerel that is a sure cure 
for thrills. When a string of girls in soldier coats 
and pink tights wave Old Glory aloft and screech, 
“ Now is the time—to fall in line,” a cabaret crowd 
will applaud uproariously, but not from patriotism. 
Every one feels disgusted, a trifle Outraged, and 
remarkably like a fool, and applauds merely be- 
cause he is ashamed not to. 
In war time cabarets count. So do vaudeville 
, houses.. So do “homes of burlesque.” It is from 
crowds such as theirs that enlistments come. , The 
more thrills, the more enlistments. We need pop- 
ular songs that stir the heart deep down and 
make an overwhelming patriotic appeal. We need 
to have them preséiited with dignity as well as 
gusto. Songs for the purpose are not far to seek. 
Revive “Tenting Tonight.” Revive “The Battle 
Hymn of the Republic.” Revive “ When Johnny 
Comes Marching Home” and “ Bonny Blue Flag” 
and, though it requires no reviving, “Dixie.” Or 
give us “ Tipperary” afresh. It will bring a crowd 
to their feet cheering. 


Meanwhile let every composer and every ballad | 


one’s soul consciously to the passion and all but 
tidal emotion of a great people at war. 


THE NEXT LIBERTY LOAN. 


The government has just floated a $2,000,000,000 
loan. It was oversubscribed by more than $1,000,- 
600,000, and therefore may be considered a success- 

ful venture. But it required an extraordinary pub- 
licity campaign and substantial support from the 
banks to make it successful. 

The necessity for these efforts suggests that 
a different proZram should be laid out for the next 
$2,000,000,000 or $3,000,000,000 loan. German edi- 
tors may exhaust the supply of ink in trying to 
convince the world the Liberty loan was not a 
popular success, but they cannot alter the essen- 


tial fact that the United States can successfully 


float bond issues with almost no limit, provided 
the proper procedure is adopted. 

When it comes time to appeal for more funds 
the government will do well to consider the sug- 
gestions offered by Prof. R. A. Seligman of Har- 
vard at a recent meeting of the Western Eco- 
nomic society. 


on the first loan was too low and that the bonds 
should not be made tax exempt. The two things 
are interrelated. The low rate failed to appeal to 
many small investors, while the exemption from 
taxes caused the rich to hesitate for fear of be- 
ing called tax dodgers. It is also suggested that 
the exemption involves serious social dangers. 

Another important criticism made by Prof. 
Seligman was that congress had failed to lay out 
a moderate, statesmanlike war revenue policy 
prior to the sale of the bonds. The fact is that 
just at the time the loan campaign was at its 
height the house was passing an inequitable and 
unscientific tax bill that caused the greatest irri- 
tation throughout the country. A business man 
is loath to put his money into government bonds 
if he fears the government is on the point of de- 
stroying his business. 

We believe Prof. Seligman’s criticisms are 
sound. We think it will be a misfortune if the 
administration does not take advantage of them 
in launching the next Liberty loan. 


FOR A STRONGER CABINET. 


Mr. Henning reports from administration 
sources that the president intends to take action 
restricting the activities of the advisory commis- 
sion of the council of national defense, who, it is 
intimated, are trying to get “fancy prices for the 
war supplies furnished by their own and other 
companies in each line Of business.” 

“The report is interesting. No one but Mr. Wil- 
son hiniself is responsible for the personnel of 
the advisory commission, and we should be sorry 
to find that, because his selections were poor, if 
they were poor, we must find ourselves at the very 
beginning of the war, when codperation and har- 
mony are so necessary, plunged into an inter- 
governmental row promising a maximum of dem- 
agogic opportunity, sensational charges, injustice, 
and perhaps destructive legislation. : 

Sq far as can be inferred from what has es- 
caped into print the row is between Mr. Wilson's 
cabinet heads, or Mr. Daniels only, perhaps, and 
the advisory commission. The council, or part of 
it, in other words, does not like the advisers Mr. 
Wilson has given it. We must wait for further 
enlightenment, but in the meantime we are not 
inclined to side in advance with Mr. Daniels or 
other members of Mr. Wilson's cabinet against 
the advisory commission selected by Mr. Wilson, 
even though some of them or all may be in- 
dustrial magnates. Mr. Wilson is in the unfor- 
tunate position of having surrounded himself with 
an official household by no means up to the stand- 
ard required by these tremendous times, and we 
hope that he will not engage in a domestic quarrel 
in his own official family when he can probably 
correct whatever evils have arisen dnd@ establish 
public confidence by strengthening his corps of

FIRE WASTE IN WAR TIME. 


Where does the food 0? Dewn American 
throats, some of it. Down English, French, and 
Russian throats, some of it. But a shocking 
proportion goes up in smoke. One warehouse 
fire may consume enough ,flour to meet the bread 
needs of 1,000 people for thirty days. Such fires 
are no rarity. And state fire marshals declare 
that three fires out of every four are due to 
carelessness. 

During the last year more than 60,000,000 
bushels of wheat burned up and the total fire loss 
in America is annually $200,000,000. We could 
face that, once. With war at hand, we can face 
it no longer. Nor do we intend to. Immediate 
response, for example, has followed the appeal 
of the recently organized Conservation Associa- 
tion of Illinois. A large staff of experts is dis- 
tricting the state and beginning to inspect all 


grain elevators, flour mills, packing plants, and | 


.other places where food supplies are accumu- 
lated. They turn in reports to the state fire mar- 
shals, who will follow them up and enforce al! 
necessary improvements. Excellent! But not 
enough. Every householder and every proprietor 
must help by reducing the fire hazargs and es- 
pecially by keeping attics and basements free of 
rubbish, 

There is no large accumulation of foodstuffs 
on your premises? Perhaps not. But once let a 
fire get started, and where is it going to stop and 
how many rations for how many people will it 
destroy before it is out?

GERMAN VIEW. 

The Matin gives particulars of the interrogation 
by a British Admiral of a German submarine officer, 
who has been made a prisoner, and who is per- 
sonally of such distinction that three sovereigns 
asked that he should be treated with special con- 
sideration because of his rank. This officer stated 
that, according to the calculations of the German 
High Command, Great Britain would not be able 
to continue the war after October owing to heavy 
shipping losses. Of America the officer was con- 
temptuous, on the ground that she was not a mill- 
tary power.‘ He pointed out that had England 
and Germany joined hands, between them they 
could have ruled the world, and refused to believe 
that this was a policy which England would never 
have contemplated. The British admiral, inter- 
rogating him on the question raised by Count Re- 
ventlow to the effect that the peace should give 
Germany all she required in tonnage, raw materials, 
and food, pointed out that this showed how short 
Germany was in respect of these necessities. The 
German officer simply denied that Germany was 
short of anything, and said that after the war her 
ships would get raw material from all quarters. 
He was greatly upset at the suggestion that the Ger- 
man activity in torpedoing hospital ships would 
close all markets to her. He denied that personally 
he had ever attacked a hospital ship, or believed 
that they were used as masks for transports. The 
British interrogator then asked him to explain how 
it came about that the following entry appeared 
in his log book: “ Saw hospital ship full of soldiers 
and guns, but had no opportunity to torpedo it.” 
The officer evaded a reply by a further attempt to 
belittle American assistance. ,

YOUR VACANT LOT—WEEDS 


OR VEGETABLES? 

HE summer of 1917 is a good time 
to set a new standard for vacant 
lots. The world needs all the food 
it can get. 

of food now prevailing vegetables can 
be profitably grown on ground hitherto 
thought to be necessarily idle. In the 
‘cities the price of vegetables is out of 
| proportion to the price received by the 
farmer. The reason for this is said to 
be a lack of proper transportation facil- 
ities. ‘ 

Would it not be a good plan to fine 
owners of vacant property in cities for 
failing to make use of the land for the 
production of vegetables? 

Then there is another and even more 
important reason for establishing a new 
standard for vacant lots, and that is the 
need of controlling hay fever. 

There are two hay fever seasons. In 
the first, extending from May to July, 
the disease is due to pollens from grass. 
This variety of the disease is easily con- 
trolled by the cutting of weeds.’ Dr. 
Scheppegrell says: “In New “Orleans 
the early form of hay fever has been 
practically eliminated by the rigid en- 
forcement of its grass weeds ordinance. 
The pollen of the grasses which causes 


: early hay fever is so large that the air 


does not transport it great distances. 
The hay fever that comes in August and 
lasts until cold weather is due to pollen 
that is much smaller; the grains are hot 
more than one-third as largs as those 
of the grasses. Wind may blow this pol- 
| len fifteen or twenty miles.”’ 7" 

{ _— . 

The hay fever research committee 
!found that the amount of pollen in the 
air increased 100 per cent when a wind 
twenty miles an hour was blowing. 

The most important weed as a hay 
fever producer is the common ragweed. 
The more important producers of grass 
caused hay fever are meadow grass, 
bull grase, Bermuda, Johnson grass, and 
feather grags. 

Dr. Scheppegrell thinks that most weed 
ordinances are so drastic that they can- 
not be enforced. He suggests that an or- 
dinance should provide that weeds and 
' grass should not be allowed to be taller 
than twelve inches. An ordinance hav- 
ing a four inch limit cannot beenforced. 
Some weeds and grasses pollinate when 
less than twelve inches high, but a 
twelve inch limit will keep the pollen 
limit below the point where much harm 
is done. The best fine for a first offense 
is $1. 

In New Orleans grass weed inspectors 
are provided. At the beginning of the 
movement 99 per cent of the complaints 
against well covered lots came from the 
inspectors. During August and Septem- 
ber, 1916, 40 per cent of the complaints 
were filed by citizens. 

Dr. Scheppegrell says that 1 per cent 
of the population suffers from hay fever.

TWO EGGS A DAY. 

Mrs. D. EB. writes: ‘“ My daughter, 
age 2 years 5 months, has been getting 
two eggs daily for the past few months. 
I have been giving her an egg for lunch 
and also one for’ her 6 o’clock meal. 
Is this harmful or should one egg be 
sufficient? The following is her present 
diet and I would greatly appreciate it if 
you would give me a proper diet for her: 

‘8:30 or 9 a. m.—Arises. One and one- 


half cups milk [pasteurized], cornflakes, | 


bacon. 

‘* 10:30 or 11 a. m.—Orange juice. 

**12 noon—Soft boiled egg, baked pota- 
to, baked apple or prune juice. 

“3 o’clock—One cup milk, bread and 


butter. 

“6 o’clock—Soft boiled egg, milk [one 
cup], prune juice. 

‘“‘She drinks plenty of water between 
meals. Occasionally she gets rings or 
puffs under Her eyes. What causes 
same? She has very little trouble with 
her bowels and is a very good child, 
talks everything plainly and apparently 
a rrormal child in every respect, but I 
know children who are much more solid 
than she is. Her flesh is rather flabby. 

“At night, when I take her shoes off 
her stockings are just a little wet at 
the foot. What causes the perspira- 
tion? How often should [ bathe her? I 
should very much appreciate your kind 
advice.” 

REPLY. 

1. Two exces a day is rather too much. Is 
any one able to afford so many eggs? My 
opinion is that children 2% years old should 
eat from the table. They should have about 
anything on the table in moderation. Your 
child should have some meat, alternating 
with eggs: some vegetables in addition to 
potato, and some bread at the noon meal. At 
the 6 o'clock meal instead of egg give bread 
or crackers, milk, fruit juice. From time 
to time she should have soup. Spinach and 
other greens, turnips and beets would be 
especially good for her. Keep her out of 
doors as much as possible. When indoors 
have plenty of fresh air in her room. Bathe 
as is necessary for cleanliness.

Wash, peel, and gently fry mush- 
rooms in a little butter.

} Baked Mushrooms. 
Peel caps and scrape stems, if you are 
going to use them. Some people chop 
and cook-them for flavoring sauces. Put 
into buttered baking pan, top down, 
sprinkle lightly with salt [and pepper if 
you choose], dot over with tiny bits of 
butter; add a little cream or not, and 
bake ten minutes.
